THE VISIT BY THE U.S. NUCLEAR SUBMARINE "SNOOK" TO 
W.A. "HMAS STIRLING" 30 MILES SOUTH OF PERTH WAS 
AN OUTSTANDING SUCCESS IN PUBLIC RELATIONS. IT IS 
THE FIRST VISIT OF THE U.S. NUCLEAR POWERED VESSEL 
TO AN AUSTRALIAN PORT SINCE 1971 AND THE FIRST 
VISIT TO AN AUSTRALIAN PORT SINCE THE FRASER GOVERN- 
MENT LIFTED THE RESTRICTION ON NUCLEAR POWERED 
VESSELS TO VISIT AUSTRALIAN PORTS. AT THE 
CONCLUSION OF THE VISIT AN ANNOUNCEMENT WAS MADE BY 
THE AUSTRALIAN STATE AND FEDERAL GOVERNMENT COMMITTEE
